GLADSTONE’S DEFEAT. 


A Notable Event in the An- 
nals of Constitutional 
History. — 


The British Premier Defeated in the 
Commons Last Night by 
, Three Votes. 


Bradlaugh's Case the Question on Which 
the Ministry Loses Its 
Grip. 


The Liberal Whips Counted On a Ma- 
jority of Thirty for the Af- 
firmation Bill 


A Loss of Liberal Votes the Only Result of | 


the Great. Oration of a Week 
Ago. 


Loxnox. May 3.— The House of Commons, 
by a vote of 202 to 289, refused the Affirma- 
tion bill a second reading. 

Fifty Lrish members voted against the bill. 

The Daily News says: By the rejection of 
the bill the forces of bigotry and intolerance 
have triumphed.”’ 

The Times says: “It is to be regretted 
that the prudent and conclusive solution 
offered in the Affirmation bill was not sup- 
ported by a majority of the House.” 

Owing to the rejection of the bill, Brad- 
laugh intends to administer the oath of of- 
fice to himself. 

{It had long been feared * the friends of the 
Liberal Ministry in England that the Bradiaugh 
case would in the end cause the downfall of 
Gladstone. With this fear before it, the Gov- 
ernment dodged the matter from 1880 until this 
year, the matter being kept ‘entirely out of the 
last Queen's speech. The Bradiaugh affair was 
a muddie from beginning to end, and for a time 
reflected discredit on everybody concerned. 
Bradiaugh at first refused to take the oath, on 
the ground that it had no vfficacy for 
him, and demanded to be aliowed to affirm. 

majority, however, would not allow 


atheists, but Quakers 
and the hke who had conscientious ‘objections 
to oaths. Whereupon he offered to take the 
Oath, thereby. increasing the rage of his ene- 


‘moles and losing the respect of many of his 


atheistical supporters who admired him for re- 
fusing the oath. Then he was sued for the pen- 
alties impesed by law on a man who tries to take 
his seat in the House without qualification, and 
after a brilliant defense by himself on the point 
whether he Was entitled to affirm, he lost his 
case and appealed. He tried to resume his seat 
several times last session, and had finally to be 
dragged from the bar by policemen. The Tories 
andsome Liberais also are opposed to him, not 
80 much because he isan atheist—for there are 
pleaty of these in the House on both sides—as 
because he is an avowed atheist, and because 
he has written an indecent book and made him- 
self the apostle of an indecent social philoso- 
phy. In fact, it would be hard te find a man of 
education so offensive as he is to British re- 
epectability. The Tories do not care much 
about religious opinions, or, for that matter, 
about a religious life, but they insist upon it 
that an irreligious man shall either keep his 
irreligion to himself or publicly deplore it, and 
wish he were different. 

April 14 Bradlaugh was acquitted of a charge 
of libel. 

April 23 Lord Coleridge decided Bradiaugh’s 
appeal in his favor. 

These two successes seem to have hurried 
Gladstone to bis own downfall. The Affirma- 
tion bill was brought forward with a vim. It 
was introduced to save atheists in the Commons 
the injustice of being compelled to say they de- 
sire the aid of God, the existence of whom they 
deny. Mr. Gladstone advocated it on the prin- 
ciple that, much as he detested atheists, yet, in 
a representative Government, they were enti- 
tled to posts of honor to which they had been 
fairly elected. Bradlaugh, in order to sit as a 
member of Parliament, had made a statement 
which was known and adniltted to be a lie, 
practically foroed on him by the laws of the 
land. 

The Conservatives and old Whigs immediately 
coalesced to defeat the measure. One protest 
alone, from Glasgow, bad 15,000 signatures at- 
tached to it. In moving the rejection of the bill 
April 23, Sir Richard Assheton Cross decifred it 
Was purely and simply a question of relief for 
Bradlaugh. If his disqualification to be removed 
was because the people of Northampton per- 
sisted in electing him, would Rossa be admitted 
for the same reason? Torrens, Radical, second- 
ed the motion. 

The “grand old man,” who had outlived tne 
Boer, the Egyptian, and the Kiimainhbam com- 
plications, would aot bearken to the rumblings 
of the coming storm. One week ago yesterday 
he arose in the Commons. His speech on the 
Affirmation bill crowded the House to its utmost 
limits, and extorted a tribute of admiration 
from his bitterest opponents. He boldly ad- 
mitted that the identification of the Ministry 
and the Liberal party with the cause personified 
by Mr. Bradiaugh haa seriously prejudiced both 
the Ministry and the party with the country, but 
declared that the sacrifice of the broad princi- 
ple of civil equality, regaadiess of religious con- 
viction, would be prejudicial te religion itself 
not less than to political liberty. The speech 
abouuded in ingenious argumentation, and con- 
tained many passages of lofty, eloguence. It 
ranked among Gladstone's ‘qreatest efforts. 
Nevercheless, it at once became doubtful 
whether it had helped the measure. Indeed, the 
Premier’s passionate intervention, taken in con- 
juncnon with Lord Chief-Justice Coleridge's 
judgment deciaring in as many words that 
Christianity is no longer the law of the land. 
gu ve so much offense to the religious classes 
that it was stated by Mr. Smalley to be altogether 
probable that this Bradiaugh affair might event- 
ually prove ruinous to the Ministry. 

Fhe Liberal whips calculated on a majority of 
thirty. They feti just thirty-three short of this. 
The opposition to the bill in the House was 
headed by a stanch Tory and an advanced Kadi- 
cal: the Roman Catholic Bishops petitioned

Another source of weakness in this measure, was 
to be found in the fact that it affected both 
Houses; hence the Lords would have a constitu- 
tional right to throw it out, and it would scarce- 
ly be possible to direct an agitation against 
them. If, however, the bill «which simply al- 
lowed any member to affirm who pieases to do 
so) had passed, affirming woull soon have be- 
come the fashion, and it would not have been 
long ere the oath was abolished as a neediess

True Bills for Murder Found 


Against Sheridan, Walsh, 
eand Tynan. 


The Move a Direct. One to Incrim- 
inate the Land League in 
the Butcheries. 


A Careful Summary of the Allegations 
on Which the Charge Is 


Based. 


It Is Believed that No, 1” Is in a 
Bex and Ready te Turn In- 
former. 


Great Excitement in New York trish Circles— 
Talks with Sheridan and Walsh— 
Tynan. 


PHENIX PARK; 
CARRYING THE PROSECUTION INTO AMERICA. 

DuBLIN, May 3.— The Crown has presented 
to the grand jury bills tor murder against 
Peter Tynan, alias “Number One,” John 
Walsh, and P. J. Sheridan, and a bill as ac- 
cessory to murder after the fact against Fitz- 
Harris. Walsh and Sheridan are in Amer- 
ica, and Tynau is supposed to be there. 

The grand jury have found true bills 
against Lawrence Hanlon, James and Joseph 
Mullett, and Daniel Delaney, on the charge 
= 287 pting to murder the juror Dennis 

eld. 

They have also found a true bill for con- 
spiracy to murder against the'two Mulletts, 
Lawrence Hanlon, Edward McCaffrey, Ed- 
ward O’Brien, George Smith, Peter Doyle, 
William Moroney, and Daniel Delaney. A 
bill against Thomas Martin, charged with 
the same offense, was rejected. 

The grand jury returned true bills 
against Tynan, Walsh, and Sheridan for 
murder, and against Fitz-Harris as accessory 
after the facts. 

The grand jury has also found true bills 
against Edward O’Brien and Edward Mo- 
Caffrey for participating in the murder of 


Cavendish and Burke. 


The grand jury was sent back to reconsider 
the case of ‘lhomas Martin, the bill against 
whom they had rejected, and after delib- 
erating for some time returned a true bill 
against him. 

Now that true bills for murder have been 
found, it is considered no longer open to 
the United States to refuse to extradite Sher- 
idan, Walsh, and Tynan, 

It is delleved Tynan will turn informer, 

Lonpox, May 3.—The Times says: “If 
the demand for the extradition of Tynan, 
Walsh, and Sheridan be made, it will be 
based on the charge of general conspiracy, 
which must be held to wear a political 
aspect, but on a specific criminal accusa- 
Mon.“ 

Dames Carey, the informer, implicated P. J/ 
Sheridan, John Walsh. and Peter Tynan in the 
“Invineibie” conspiracy. He Swore that he 
met Sheridan, who was then as a 
priest, and passed under the nam Father 
Murphy. Sheridan told him that he was wéatcli- 
ing Chief Secretary Forster, and wds extending 
the Society of Invincidies throughout the 
country. With Mullett and others Sneridan was 
concerned in a pilot to assasinate Forster. 
Walsh, who was one of the Clerkenwell 
Fenians, brought orders from London for the 
formation gf a gang of assasins. He 
told Carey that his mission in 
Dublin was “to make history,” and swore 
him in as one of the four persons who bad been 
selected by the London managers to head the 
Dublin organization. The oath taken by Carey 
bound him to obey all orders transmitted to him 
by the Irish Invincibles under penalty of 
death. A few days later Waish said that he, Ed- 


“| ward McCaffrey, and James Mullett were to form 


a Board of Directors for the new Dublin — 
ization, and that the Invineibles to 
exceed 230 in the entire United Kaden and 
would be selected from the Fenian Brotherhood. 
Walsh gave Carey £50. The rst appearance of 
Tynan in person was on May 5, 1882, the day be- 
fore the Phenix Park murders, although for 
months previous the “Invincibles” had been 
receiving orders from him signed No. 1.“ On 
the day named “No.1” met the gang of con- 
spirators near the Viceregal Lodge, where they 
were lying in wait for Under-Secretary Burke. 
“No. 1,” who according to Carey was evidently a 
military man, gave money to the men and said 
there was no limit; he could have £1,000 if he 
wanted it. After the murders Carey, Curley, 
and Brady met No. 1“ at McCaffrey’s house 
and informed him of what had been done. Two 
nights later the knives with which 
the murders were committed were pro- 
duced by Brady and “No.1” or- 
dered them destroyed. In June Carey handed 
to “No.1” his resignation as one of the four 
Dublin organizers, and the last time be saw him 
was at Biaok Rock Station in the end of Septem- 
ber or beginning of October, 1882. Since that 
time the whereabouts of “No. 1” has re- 
mained a mystery. A pbotograph of Tynan, 
whose name is given as Patrick J. Tynan, was 
shown to Carey and identified by him as that of 
„No. 1.“ A cable dispatch from Dublin gives 
the following account of his life: a 
Tynan was born in or about 1838, in Town 
of Wexford. His father, who was a respectable 
gunsmith, met with some reverses when Patrick 
was young, and left this district and settled in 
Kingstown, where he set up a shooting gallery, 
and got himseif into fairly comfortable circum- 
stances. Patrick wasa bright boy, and before 
he was far advanced in his teens he was com- 
missioned by the proprietor of one of 
the Dublin morning papers to act as its 
Kingstown correspondent, and at the same 
time to look after the circulation of the 
paper in that district. Some years afterward he 
secured a shop in Kingstown, where he com- 
menced the sale of newspapers and stationery, 
and afterward added a circulating library. At 
this time there lived in Kingstown a Mr. Byrne, 
who kept a better-class school. He had often 
bought papers of Tynan, and, finding alm an 
intelligent lad. devoted some time to bis instruc- 
tion. Tynan, besides getting an English educa- 
tion, was thus taught Freuen and German, both 
ot which languages he spoke fluently. —.— 
teaching Tynan, Byrne took every opportunity 
of relating the doings and sufferings of the 
Young Ireiand party, and a bis pupil's 
heart to the cause of Stephens. His teachings 
in this direction were so far successful as to 
make Tynen, in 1867, one of Stephens’ most act- 
ive lieutenants.

the object of that agreement. which, 
as they understood it, was the 
speedy destruction of hostile indians. 
It ts explained that the Mexican 
Constitution requires consent of the Mexican 
Senate to the passing of foreign troops 
through Mexican territory, the same for- 
mality being necessary for this as for the rati- 
fication of a treaty, the Mexican Executive 
not being empowered to act in either case 
without the approval of the Senate. 

No official information has been received 
at the Legation of the crossing of Gen. 
Crook's forces, but it is thought 
that they are already in Mexico, and 
that Gen. Crook’s movement was the rult 
of a mutual agreement between him and the 
Mexican commander, under which the for- 
mer has been enabled to enter Mexico with 
the consent of Mexicans and the codperauon 
of Mexican troops. The opinion is also ex- 

ressed at the Legation that the failure of the 
Mexican Government to accept immediately 
the modifications of the existing agreement 
proposed by the United States will not inter- 
fere with success of Gen. Crook’s opera- 
tions against the Indians.

DISEASED PORK. 
THE CHARACTER OF THE AMERICAN HOG 
AGAIN VINDICATED. 

Wasnrnearton, D. C., May 3.—Minister Sar- 
gent writes the Department of State from 
Berlin under date of April 13 that, in conse- 
quence of reports published in the Conti- 
nental press that an alarming outbreak of 
trichiniasis, caused by eating American pork, 
had occurred among the garrison. at Tilsit. 
Germany, he had instructed the nearest 
Consular officer to make an investigation 
and report the facts. The published state- 
mets were positive as to the source of the 
disease, and stated that thirteen deaths had 
already occurred. On examination it was 
found several cases of trichiniasis had oc- 
curred among the soldiers of the garrison at 
Tilsit. All slight, and all 
the had deen re- 
The meat which 


| produced the disease was not issued to sol- 


diers in their garrison rations, and beyond 

there was no evidence whatever as to its 
origin. The General Surgeon of the First 
Army Corps and the Mayor of Tilsit said it 
was impossible to obtain any proof as to 
whether the pork was of native ar foreign 
origin. All chat was known was that the 
soldiers attacked had obtained the meat out- 
side the garrison and probably from their 
relatives intown. It is probable the meat 
was native raw product, so largely consumed 
among the lower classes in Germany. 


TOBACCO REBATES. 
AN ABSURD RULING. 
Wasnineton, D. C., May 3.—[Special.]— 
The Collector of Internal Revenue for this 
district made a decision today which, if there 
was any likelihood of its being upheld at the 
Treasury Department, would create a sensa- 
tion among dealers in tobacco. One of the 
latter appeared before the Collector to take 
necessary steps to perfect his papers, claim- 
ing a rebate. The Collector asked him if he 
had paid his tax as a dealer, which was due 
on the ist of the month Qh the 
dealer’s saying that he had not, 
and that it had always been 
the custom to allow a few days’ 
margin for the payment of this tax, the Col- 
lector inform him that the Government 
could only recognize as dealers those who 
had actually paid their taxes as such on the 
Ist day of May, and only those who had 
thus paid on that date could file claims for re- 
bate. The law officers at the Treasury upon 
hearing informally of this preposterous de- 
cision, declared of course it would net 
n mat ordinary accommodation 
would be granted dealers in the matter of 
paying their taxes, and every facility would 
given them in filing their claims for re- 
bate. The approval of the decision of the 
Washington Collector would throw out the 
claims of a very large proportion of the deal- 
ers of the country.

DESPERADO KILLED. 


Desperate Fight with Morse-Thieves 
on the Prairies of the Indian Terri- 
tory. * 

ITI R Rock. Ark., May 3.— [Special. — 
An exciting and fatal fight with horse 
thieves is reported today from the Indian 
Territory. About a week ago J. M. Herring, 
living near Henrietta, Tex, lost a 
valuable horse, as did several other 
persons in the vicinity of the 
place named, the animals having been 
stolen: Search was at once instituted, and 
the tiail of the thieves found It was also 
learned that the band numbered three and 
were noted desperadoes and outlaws. A 
sharp and exciting chase com- 
menced.

A Notable Gathering of Iowa Re- 
publican Leaders at Des 
Moines. 


The Anniversary of the Adoption of 
Prohibition Fixed On for the 
Convention. 


Prohibitionists, ſtegardiess of Present 


ius, Fleeing to Others They 
Know Not Of. 


The Party Divided—Statutory Prohibi, 
tion Demanded by the Ex- 
tremist Leaders. 


The Platform Outlined by the Conference — Call 
for the Pennsylvania Republican 


Convention. 


Meeting of the Iowa State Centra] com- 
mittee—Sutcidal Policy of the Extreme 
Prohibitioniste—The Views of Senator 
Willson. 

Des Mornss, Ia., May 3.—[Special,}—The 
meeting of the Republican State Central 
Committee today to fix atime for holding 
the State Convention brought a number of 
influential politicians to the Capital. Both 
of the United States Senators, and several of 
the Representatives in Congress, including 
D. B. Henderson and A J. Holmes, and many 
editors and members of the Legislature were 
in attendance. The date cliosen was June 27. 
It has special significance only as being the 
anniversary of the day on which the pro- 
hibitory amendment was submitted, and, as 
it was then supposed, adopted. The dis- 
covery of a flaw in the proceedings by 
the Supreme Court has in no respect 
abated, but rather intensified the zeal of the 
Prohibitionists, some of whom have de- 
nounced the court, and now demand the 
head of the Chief-Justice as a sacrifice to 
their wrath. 

While there was outwardly every appear- 
ance of harmony among the Republicans 
present at the meeting today, there is no 
concealing the fact that there was under the 
surface wide diversity of opinion as to the 
best policy for the party to adopt. The Ke- 
publican party of lowa has not since its 
founding been so torn by internal dis- 
sensions .as it is now. The ar- 
rogance of the extreme Prohibitionists 
passes all belief. They have driven the Ger- 
mans in a body out of the party, lost two Re- 
publican Congresional districts,and imperiled 
Republican ascendency in the State. Not sat- 
isfied with this, they are now insisting upon 
a policy which, if adopted, will assuredly 
splie what is left of the party in twain, elect 
a Democratic Governor, and possibly cause 
the return of a Democrat to the United 
States Senate to succeed Mr. Allison. 

DEMANDS OF THE EXTREMISTS. 

These extremists, under the lead of Sen- 
ator-elect Wilson, demand that the Kepub- 
lican party of lowa shall go a step 
further than it has ever gone, and 
make prohibition a fundamental party prin- 
ciple and doctrine.

PENSION FOR A TOOTH. 


Commissioner Dudley’s Patience Ex- 
hausted—A Persistent Applicant from 
Harrisburg. 

[Washington Dispatch to Philadelphia 
Times.}|—The work of the Pension Bureau is 
very much increased by the worthless char- 
acter of a large number of the claims which 
require attention. Commissioner Dudley 
said today that avery large proportion of 
these claims are fraudulent on their face, 
and many of them are urged upon the 
flimsiest evidence and for the most 
trifling disability. Whenever claims of this 
kind are presented and their fraudulent 
character ts quite clear, the claimant is noti- 
fled at once that his claim will receive no 
further attention. The Commissioner some 
time ago very summarily dismissed a claim 
of this character. It was in the name of 
Warren II. Anderson, of Harrisburg, Pa., 
and was for the loss of a tooth. Among 
those importuned to aid the claimant in ob- 
taining a pension were Senator Logan, Sen- 
ator Cameron, and Speaker Keifer. The 
Commissioner thus caustically addressed 
the claimant: 

Now, let me say, I think you are putting 
this thing a little too strong. 1 have called 
up your case, and have spread out before me 
on nry desk this morning nine letters written 
by you within a period of two moaths. You 
start out by writing to mein November that 
your application, which was filed in this ge 
fice on 19th of July last, was indorsed by 
Senator Cameron ‘Piease hurry.’ That 
statement I found to be absolutely untrue, 
and so informed you on the 23d of November, 
You then began a fusilade of letters upon 
this office, each one of which has, up to this 
time, received from me a respectful answer. 
Now, I have simply this to say, 
that the certificate of the board 
which examined you discloses 
that the only disability you suffer from is the 
loss of the second incisor—a_ disability 
which, in my opinion, does not entitle you to 
any pension. have consequently dire 
that your case be rejected, as it is not sum 
ceptible to proof that you suffer any dis- 
ability from the alleged case. think, 
ali things considered, that your actions 
in this case have been characterized 
by the most monumental cheek of an 
case that has been presented during my ad- 
ministration of the office. A man 
who will wait twenty years before 
applying for a pension, and then ask it 
for the loss of one of his teeth, then swamp 
the office with useless correspondence, the 
only effect of which has been to impede the 
adjudication of claims of worthy deserv- 
ing pensioners by consuming the time of the 
clerical force of the office in answering such 
letters, and then, as if that were not enough, 
try and enlist the sympathies of two Senators 
and one Member of Congress, all on the same, 
day (a feat which 1 anything that 
has come within my knowledge)—such a 
claimant does not seem to be worthy 
of much consideration. You are at liberty 
to publish this! r if you desire. I shall 
take painsto answer each vf. the letters writ- 
ten to me today by Senators Logan 
Cameron and Speaker Keifer, calling their 
attention to the condition of your case and 
your action in connection with it. I believe 
this letter closes the correspondence. You 
are at liberty also, if you desire, to appeal 
from the action of this office in rejecting 
your case, In that event you should address 
your letter to the Secretary of the Interior.“

Manufacturers and Men Adjourn 
Without Reaching Any Final 
Agreement, 


An Immense Strike Predicted Unless 
the Employes Recede from 
Their Position. 


Failure and Flight of a New York 
Paper Agent—The Coal-Miners 
—Closed by the Sheriff. 


Conference Between the Iron Operators 
and the Men—A Strike Almost Inevit- 
able. 

Prrrsnund, Pa., May 3.—[Special.|—The 


joint meeting of the iron manufacturers and 


the Amalgamated Association convened at 
9:30 o’clock this afternoon at the rooms of 
the Western Iron Association. Each com- 
mittee was formed of twelve members, and, 
as there was a full attendance, twenty-four 
gentlemen took part in the gathering. In- 
cluded among these were representative 
workingmen and prominent manufacturers.

changes made some time for the harmoni- 
ous working of the different lines of the road, 
r the State street and Cottage Grove 

nes, and during this time the conductors 
and drivers dave used every pre- 
caution to prevent acctidents—and very 
few dave happened. Promises were made 
and in the diferent barns and for some 
time were carried out, but there is at the pres- 
ent time a tendendency to return to the oid or- 
der of things, such as calling men to the office 
ana ng them for mere trifies. There have 
aiso been large numbers of new men employed 
while at the same time the company are reduc- 
ing the men already at work or, in other words, 
compelling one conductor to operate two cars, 
thereby bringing the men down 
to. starvation wages and numbers to in- 
forced idieriess. This address calls for 
immediate action upon the rt of the 
conductors and drivers not only for the benefit 
of themselves but for the safety of the public. 
We claim that no one man can operate two cars 
with safety. and at the same time pay at- 
tention to a third car. Our rules say: 
Keep your hands clean for receiving fares.” 
How can we comply with this rule when we 
are compelled to couple on cars of other lines in 
all kinds of weather? This obstacle could 
be overcome at Nineteenth State 
etreets if the man who stands 
there and watthes the coupling made was 
instructed to do the same hereafter, also at Cot- 
tage Grove avenue and Twenty-second street as 
weil as at Van Buren street and Wabash avenue. 
Furthermore the drivers have Ween compelied 
to for breakages, etc., when it was not 
the own fault. but the fault of 
some obstinate teamster, and we believe that in 
the future these matters should be more fully 
ae ans the blame laid where it de- 
onugs.

The cigarmakers of the city say that they 
will positively strike on Monday unless the 
cigar manufacturers agree to pay the wages 
provided for in the schedule drawn up by 
the Cigarmakers’ Union No. 7 the 7th of 
last March.

CATCHING KERR. 


Wow Preston, Kean & Co. Defaulting 
Clerk Was Hun Down—His Capture in 
Lima, Peru. N 
New Ton, May 3.—[Speclal.—A very 

interesting and successful arrest under the 

extradition treaty between, Peru and the 

United States has recently effected, in 

Lima, says a letter just received from that 

Frederick M. Kerr, a _ confiden- 

tial clerk in the banking-house of 

Messrs. Preston, Kean & Co., of Chicago, 

tied from his post early in this year, after 

having committed defalcations and robberies 
of various descriptions against his employ- 
ers and their clients, extending over a cer- 
tain length of time, and amounting to 
nearly $150,000. The alarm was immediately 
given, and the Pinkerton Detective Agency 
of New York was called upon to take 
charge of the case. All of the foreign corre- 
spon‘isnts of the agency were communicated 
with, and the principal cities of the United 

States were visited by detectives: 

but, for a fortnight, no trace 

was discovered of the missing man. 

Provided with his photogruph the agents in- 

terviewed the Captains and pursers ot the 

different lines of steamers sailing frum New 

York, and at last it was found on the 

return trip of the City of Paris 

under the 
name of Alfred Perrott, had taken passage 
in that vessel on her outward voyage of the 
2th of January, and from cable communica- 
tion with the agents on the isthmus it be- 
came known that Kerr, ora person answer- 
ing closely to his description, had 
taken lodgings for a few dass 
at the Grand Hotel in Panama. 

Mr. Pinkerton thereupon sent out a detective 

named H. G. Julian to search for the de- 

faulter. Mr. Julian arrived lately at Pan- 
ama, discovered that the individual who had 
made the voyage from New York under the 
designation of Alfred Perrot, had berthed on 
board the steamer Santa Rosa, plying. be- 
tween Panama and Callao, as Warren Stuart. 

Julian took the first steamer for Callao, 
and visited every port on the way down, and 
on the trip was sunstruck.

The Steamship Grappler Burned 
on the Pacific Opposit Sey-. 
mour Narrows. 


Terrible Panic Among the Ohinese 


Passengers Defying All 
Control, 


Total Destruction of the Vessel. An 
Awiul Night on me 
Water. 


Sixty Lives Lost— The Boats Swamped 
—The Sea Swallows Officers 
and Crew. 


San Francisco, Cal., May 3.—]Special.}— 
The news of the burning of the steamer 
Grappler, plym between Puget Sound and 
Alaska, was brought to this city by John 
McAllister. It burned four miles off Sey- 
mour Narrows. The fire was discovered at 
10 o’clock Sunday nightby the engineer, who 
immediately reported it to the Captain. There 
were 100 passengers, chiefly Chinamen, who 
were asleep at the time the alarm was sound- 
ed. ‘Search developed the fact that the fire 
was immediately back of the boiler. 

PANIC, 

The engineer started the donkey engine, 
connected the hose, and endeavored to 
control the flames. This alarmed the 
passengers, who poured upon the deck utter- 
ly beside themselves. The excitement was 
intense, and the panic which ensued was in- 
describable. In their terror they ran about 
the ship, seriousfy impeding the efforts 
of the officers to control the flames. 
In the face of .the Captain's 
revolver, the Chinamen ran from forward to 
the after-deck, and they were controlled 
only when several of their number had been 
felled jto the deck, while several had to be 
ironed and confined in the hold. 

ALL HOPE GONE. 

During this time the flames gained rapidly 
in spite of heroic efforts to check them, and 
soon the ship was blazing from stem to stern. 
It was now seen that it would be impossible 
to save the boat, and as a consequence Pilot 
Frankiin stood at his post bravely, and un- 
der the orders of the Captain turned the ves- 
sel’s head to the shore. : 

DEATH. 

When she struck the sands the boats were 
immediately lowered, and then began a 
scene which resulted in wholesale destruc- 
tion to the unfortunate Chinamen. 
Their excitement finally became uncon- 
trollable, and they made one wild 
rush for the bpats, carrying officers and men 
with them. The smoke was so blinding that 
those who jumped could not see the boats, 
and those in the water blinded by smoke, 
burned by falling sparks, and choked 
by the angry waves, gave up the 
struggle with terrible yells of dying agony. 
Officers, crew, and frantic Chinamen were in 
the water struggling for life, and but few 
reached the shore. ‘ 

The loss of life is not yet known, but it is 
believed that not less than sixty were lost. 


CIVIL SERVICE. 


A Summarized Draft of the Regula- 
tions as Submitted to the . 
Cabinet. 


New York, May 3.—[Special.}—The New 
York Times will tomorrow publish the draft 
of the civil-service rules as it was presented 
to President Arthur, and as prepared by 
Commissioners Eaton, Gregory, and Thoman. 
The rules—in which few alterations, it is 
said, will be made by the President—are in 


the main as follows: 


1. No person in said executive civil service 
shall use his official authority or influence to co- 
erce the political action of any person or body, 
or to interfere with any election. 

2. No person in the public service shall, for 
that reason, be under any obligation to con- 
tribute to any political fund or to render any 
political service, and he will not be removed or 
otherwise prejudiced for refusing to do so. 

Rule 3 provides for the preparation ef suitable 
rooms by Government o rs where the exami- 
nati are held. . 

Rule 4 provides for the selection of competent 
examiners. 

Rule 5 provides for the classificnfion of the 
three branches of the civil service, not invlud- 
ing laborers or workmen, nor officers required 
to be confirmed by Senate; th 
branches being the ciassified service at Wash- 
ington; the classified customs service, being 
those where the officials are as many as fifty; 
and the classified postal service, with the same 
number of officials. 

Rule 6 prexese for open competitive exami- 
—.— or entrance into and promotions in the 
service. 

Rule 7. I. The general examinations under 
the first clause of Rule 6, for admission to the 
— 4 shall be limited to the following sub- 

ects: 

1. Penmanship, copying, and letter-writing.

New York, May 3.—[{Special.]—The usual 
weekly auction sale of teas at the warerooms 
of John H. Draper & Co., No. 8 Front 
street, was disturbed about noon today by 
the serving of an injunction restrain- 
ing Messrs. James Purdon, Augus- 
tus Wiggins, John H. Draper, and 
George T. Kelloch from selling or 
delivering any of the 3,568 packagesof Ping- 
suey teas, which were on exhibition in the 
warerooms, and catalogued for today’s sale. 
The injunction was issued by Judge Sedg- 
wick, ot the Superior Court, at the instance 
of President Chandler, of the Board of 
Health, and is made returnable on 
the 7th inst., at ll a.m. The complaint upon 
which the injunction was procured was ac- 
companied by affidavits made by Prof. 
Chandier, Edmund G. Love, William Mac- 
Gregor, a tea merchant, and Mr. Board- 
man, of Flint, Boardman & Nash, tea 
merchants. The gentlemen named declare 
that the Pinysuey teas which were 
to have been sold today by Messrs. Draper 
& Co. are unwholesome and unfit for use, 
and that their sale would be in violation 
of the laws of 1881. Prof. Chandler 
made affidavit that he had exam- 
ined twenty-six samples of teas hand- 
ed to him, and he was satisfied that

The British House of Commons yesterday 


| by a vote of 292 te 289 rejected the Affirma- 


tion bill, which came up on second reading. 
The membership of the. House is 638, but 
there are about fifteen vacant seats, so that 


the vote may be considered a full one. In fact 


it is rare in the history of the British 
I ent for so large a vote to be 
even on questions directly affecting 

grity of the Empire or the fate of the 
Ministry. The closeness of the vote will be 
a matter of surprise, for the Liberal whips 
had estimated that there would be a majority 
of thirty in favor of the second reading (the 
crucial test of a bill), and the Opposition did 


not reckon upon their ability to defeat it in 


the Commons, but relied upon the House of 
Lords to throw it out. 

Owing to the peculiar circumstances which 
led to the introduction of the Affirmation bill 
and its adoption as a Government measure, 
the action of the Commons last night means 
a great deal. The necessity of such a law 
was forced upon the Liberal Government by 
the protracted contest over the admission 
of Mr. Bradlaugh as member for North- 
ampton. Bradiaugh, who is a professed 
atheist, réfused to make the usual oath on 
taking his seat, and was expelled, only to be 
subsequently reéiected. Then he volun- 
teered to make any number of oaths required 
of him, contemptuously observing that they 
were empty forms and of no binding effect, 
The electors of Northampton stood at his 
back, and would. have returned him as 
many times as the men of Middle- 
sex did John Wilkes, so that it was 
useless to continue the process of expulsion. 
The end of the trouble was that Mr. Brad- 
laugh was admitted, and the prosecutions 
initiated against him were thrown out of 


court. To avoid the danger of like compli- 


cations in the future, and to remove scruples 
of eonscience which might affeet other men 
more sériously than the matter of oath- 
making did Mr. Bradlaugh, a bill permitting 
members of either House of Parliament to 
affirm, if they so chose, was introduced at 
the beginning of the present session. With 
characteristic impetuosity Mr. Gladstone, 
| who had previously taken a leading part in 
the expulsion of Mr. Bradlaugh, championed 
the bill. His speech last week on the ques- 
tion was regarded as one of his ablest ora- 
torical efforts, and in it he fully adopted the 
bill as his own. He said there was no doubt 
that the Liberal party would lose votes by its 
advocacy of the measure, but he preferred 
te be on the side of right and 
justice rather than expediency, and in effect 
he elected to stand or fall upon the issue. 


The result shows that he miscalculated his | 


strength, and the outcome may be of a far- 
reaching character. 

Under the English system of parliamenta- 
ry goyernment the defeatin the House of 
Commons of a measure of importance intro- 
met by adopted by the Government must be 
met by the Cabinet in one of two ways. 

Ministry may resign, or, if they believe 

the existing House of Commons does 
not accurately represent public sentiment on 
the question, they may dissolve Parliament 
and appeal to the country for anindorsement 
of their course. In the latter case 
the next electiqn settles the ques 
tion, and in the former the Queen 
sends for the leader of the Opposition, 
and intrusts him with the task of forming 
a Ministry. Lord Palmerston, when de- 
feated on the Conspiracy bill in 1888, re- 
signed, and the Tories came into power. Mr. 
Disraeli on a later occasion ehose to go to 
the country, and his policy received such an 
overwhelming popular condemnation that he 
resigned immediately after the election with- 
out walting for the assembling of Parliament. 
The most interesting question in European 
polities today is, which of these courses will 
be taken by the present head of the Govern- 
ment. Mr. Gladstone having so thoroughly 
given in his adherence to the principle of the 
bill, it scarcely seems possible that he can 
evade the responsibility of defeat. Even. it 
he should prefer to continue in office until 
the passage of the budget, or appropriation 
pill, he would be weighted down with the 
consciousness of failure, and would be pow- 
erless to introduce any measures of reform. 

In the absente of advices as to the course 
of the Government in this crisis, it is impos- 
sible to forecast the probabilities. The Af- 
firmation bill has been defeated by a coali- 
tion of the higlr Tories, who are all Church 
of England men, with the Radical Non-Con- 
formists. These temporary allies dissolved 
partnership the instant they attained their 
object, and can no more be combined for 
administrative purposes than oil and water 
can be mixed. The Tories are in a minority 
of nearly a Lundred in the Commons, and 


better their position greatly by a gener 
election, If Mr. Gladstone shail resign his 
office the Queen will send for the leaders of 
the Tory party, and the Marquis of Salisbury 
or Sit Stafford Northcote will be asked to 
fogm a Cabinet. This, of course, they cannot 
do without a majority in the Commons, and 
the alternative of calling upon the Marquis 
of Hartingtonor some other Liberal leader 
will be the only one left. It is certain 
that, uniess Mr. Gladstone chooses to retire 
from politics, neither Lord Hartington nor 
any other Liberal, either of the Whig 
or Radical wing, can combine the dif- 
ferent divisions of the Liberal party. 
Mr. Gladstone is hardly likely after his half- 
egutury of public life to retire into obscurity 
under the shadow of defeat, and the port- 
tolo which he lays down may again be 
tendered to him. The defeat of a bill of 
which he had constituted himself the official 
advocate is a serious matter, and con- 
stitutes a Cabinet crisis, but it is doubt- 
ful whether England just at this time 
ean afford to dispense with the serv- 
jees of her greatest public servant. 
Of the results which would follow the resig- 
nation of Mr, Gladstone and the entrance to 
power of a Tory Ministry, it is yet too early 
to speak. % far as the Irish question and 
the foreign policy of the Empire are con- 
cerned the changes would be of the most 
sweeping character. Subsequent develop- 
ments will be awalted with the greatest in- 
terest, not only in England and her depend- 
encies, but in this country and upon the 
Continent of Europe. 
— 

THE DEMOCRATS IN THE LEGISLATURE. 

Tus Tum has not undertaken at any 
time to justify on its merits the proposition 
that the Republican Senators in the Illinois 
Legislature snall refuse to confirm the Dem- 
ocratic nominees for Cook County Justices 
of the Peace. But it must be admitted that 
the Republicans have had great provocation 
to adopt retaliatory measures, of which the 
refusal to confirm the Democratic Justices is 
the chief. Three or four of the Democrats 
whose names have been sent in to the Senate 
ought not to be confirmed in any case, as 
they are entirely unfit for the duties and re- 
sponsibilities which attach to the people's 
courts” over which the Justices preside. If 
the opposition in the Senate be extended to 
all the Democratic nominees indiscriminate-

} ly, it will be because this is the only avallable 


means for bringing the obstructive and ob- 


| streperous Democrats to their senses. 


It must be admitted by all candid citizens 
ofthe State, Democrats as well as Repub 
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licans, that the Democratic members ot the 
House of Representatives have acted in a 
scandalous manner throughout the entire 
session. They have insisted upon retaining 
in a usurped seat a man (McNally) who was 
not elected. If the Democrats were in the 
majority there would be no help for this 
usurpation. But they are in the minority. 
In order to carry their point. they have re- 
sorted to the most disreputable methods ever 
employed to prevent a constitutional majori- 
ty from the exercise of its rights. Had they 
confined their action te obstruction they 
would not have been justified in using reyo- 
lutionary means to prevent the seating of a 
member who was lawfully elected. But they 
went further than this. When they found 
that the Republicans could muster a quorum 
and proceed with business, the Democrats 
obtained possession of a drunken loafer who 
had boen elected as a Republican mem- 
ber, plied him with liquor, pandered 
to his lust, dribed, corrupted, and 
debauched him in order to prevent him from 
voting with his party. Never was a legis- 
lative body so utterly disgraced and out- 
raged as the I!linols Legisiature was in this 
instance: Is the Republiean majority to sub- 
mit supinely to the indignity and injustice of 
the Rook seandal? Is there any claim upon 
the Republican members to refrain from 
such retaliation as they may make constitu- 
tionally ? Can they be fairly censured for 
availing themsélves of a remedy which the 
law places in the hands of the Republican 
Senate ? 

The solution of the conflict is within the 
control of the Democrats in the Legislature. 
There is no purpose on the part of the Re- 
publican majority to deprive the Democrats 
of their proportion of Cook County Justices 
unless the Democratic members persist in 
stealing a seat in the Legislature which 
does not belong to them and in obétruct- 
ing public business in order tu carry 
out this scheme of plunder. If the 
Democrats will retire from the unreasonable 
and unjust attitude they have taken in the 
Bradwell-McNally contest, the Republicans 
will withdraw all party opposition to the 
confirmation of Democratic Justices; if not, 
the Democrats will be deprived of their share 
of the Justice-shops in Cook County during 
the next two years. There is no way in which 
the Democrats can help themselves except by 
retiring from the revolutionary position they 
have taken in the Bradwell ease. If they 
think that a low-down ward politician of Chi- 
cago, an associate of the most disreputable 
political elements, is worth the sacrifice of 
halt the Justices in Cook County, they have 
only to persist in their unreasonable course. 
Their threat of defeating the appropriation 
bills by obstruction, and thus starving out 
the State Government, is not gom to 
frighten anybody. All the funds necessary 
for the maintenance of the State institutions 
will be forthcoming in an emergency, and 
the Democrats will throw away their last 
chance of carrying the State next year if they 
go before the people on that issue. 

‘There is reason to believe that the Demo- 
cratic stubbornness is due to an intention to 
defeat the uniform license legislation by in- 
direction, if it can be done. There is little 
doubt that some of the members are in the 
pay of the Liquor League, and they want to 
earn their money if possible without expos- 
ing themselves; the other Democrats not in 
the pay of the Liquor League are permitting 
themselves to be used as mere tools. But 
they will all be foreed to face the music. If 
the license measure be defeated it must be 
in such a way as to fix the responsibility 
where it belongs. Partisan conflict over the 
Bradweéli-MeNally case or me Cook County 
Justices will not serve as an excuse. The 
Democrats are preparigg for defeat all along 
the line by their present cenduct, and they 
are making the way easy for the success of a 
$1,000 license bill in the next Legislature, 
There ig still time for them to satisfy public 
opinion, but it can be done only in one way. 
Let them meet the Bradweil-MeNally con- 
test squarely. When they de that, the Demo- 
cratic Justiees will be confirmed without 
further delay. Then the business ot the 
Legislature may be transacted promptly, and 
the license measure may be passed or de- 
feated openly and fairly.

& FALSE WITNESS ON THE TARIFF. 

Ex-Tariff-Commissioner Porter’s letters to 
the New York Tribune have now reached 
No. 23. The last Is as grimy, black, and sad 
with the story of British workmen’s destit u- 
tion as the first. Nowhere in England has 
Mr. Porter come across a happy or bright 
workingman’s home. Other travelers have 
seen signs of prosperity, and have watched 
with Keen interest the rows after rows of 
model artisans’ dwellings that are being 


erected almost by wholesale all through En- 


gland, but: the protectionist’s eye can catch 
none of ‘this evidence of a new era. Mr, 
Porter looks at England. just as his exem- 
plar, Mr. Judge Kelley, looks at this coun- 
try. Judge Kelley made the ridiculous as- 
sertion in his recent speeeh at Philadelphia 
that this country was brought to the verge 
of ruin during the low-tariff years between 
1850 and 1860. With equally childlike men- 
dacity Mr. Porter asks us to believe that in 
England the condition of labor is fairly pict- 
ured by the description in his last letter of 
the homes of the ironworkers of Dowlais: 
Little better than pig-styes—broken-down, 
grimy, leaky hovels, with everything crowd- 
ed into one room.“ 

A large part of Mr. Porter's testimony is 
misrepresentation, and another large part is 
misapplication. There is a great deal of want 
and distress in England; but every descrip- 
tion he gives of grimy hovels in Dowlais can 
be matched by equally truthful accounts of 
hovels in Pittsburg. Wherever there are ag- 
gregations of men there are such spectacles. 
The misrepresentation consists in asking the 
American people to believe that these hovels 
are fair specimens of the English working- 
man’s home, No doubt the rural readers of 
the New York Tribune will swallow the 
story whole, but there are tens of thousands 
of Americans who have . been, abroad, and 
who know that Mr. Porter is twisting the 
truth in holding up these photographs as 
representative, The editor of Tun Tumunn 


traveled thousands of miles in Great Britain, 


and has no hesitation whatever in pronoun- 
cing these statements willful distortions of 
the truth. 

The misapplication of all this twaddle 
about the grimy hovels of the British work - 
inginan is, that it proves nothing against free 
trade. If there is a great deal of distress 
among the English workingpeople, it cannot 
be lald to the door of ir Drief twenty-six 
years of “ free trade.“ Whatever eise may 
be in controversy about the social conditions 
of England, there is no doubt whatever 
about this: that the British workingman is 
almost infinitly better off now than he was a 
generation ago. No one needs to do more 
than glance at any of the contemporary ‘te 
counts of the terrible want and privations of 
the workingpeople in the first half of this 
century to be compelled to admit that they 
are very much more comfortable now than 
then. 

This fact Mr. Porter ignores as completely 
as his instructor in the art of suppressio 
vert overlooks all the revelations of the cen- 
sus of 1860 about the mighty strides made in 
mantifactures, trade, finance, wealth, and 
population by this country in the preceding 
ten years. Facts are nothing to this school 

of “economists,” If the facts do not. agree 
with their theories, so much the worse for 
the facts. 


When its centuries of protection drew near | 


i their end, the workingmen of Great Britain 
were plunged into depths of squalor that 
would have strained the descriptive powers 
ot even Mr. Porter’s pen. ‘They did not eat 
as many ounces of beef then as they eat 
pounds new. Their wee children had to go to 
the mills and factories as soon as they could 
toddle, and their wives and sweethearts, with 
hardly the semblance of sweet womanhood 
left, worked by their sides in the pits and 
coliteries, All this is changed. Wages have 
advanced so that the labor of the men sup- 
ports the family without the conseription of 
women and children. Then the toddlers were 
forced into the factory, to grow up with 
dwarfed minds and bodies. Now they are 
forced into the schools, and their bodies are 
saved at the same time that their minds are 
exercised and expanded, The statistics show 
that there are now over 4,000,000 children in 
attendance upon the free schools of England. 
Wages are better in England than in any 
of the high-protection countries around her. 
The one country that furnishes us with al- 


san lives, according to Mr. Porter, in “grimy 
bovels.” If their condition is so terribly bad 
why do they not fly to this country and settle 
down in Pittsburg? They would be just in 
time to join the Pittsburg iron men, who de- 
clare they cannot liye on their present 
wages, in the greatest iron strike this eoun- 
try has ever seen. Probably Porter and Kel- 
ley will attribute the existing distress among 
the Pennsylvania iron men to the tariff of 
1846, or to British free trade, or to anything 
but the truth, which is simply that here as in 
England protection for the bosses has taken 
sd much out of the peckets of the people 
that the workingmen have nothing to live on. 
If Mr. Porter wants a subject for his grimy, 
sooty, leaky pen we advise him to come 
home and tell us what is the matter at Pitts- 
burg after twenty-two years’ trial of his and 
Kelley’s high-tariff presoription.

THE NEW INDICTMENTS IN IRELAND. 

The cable dispatches this morning indicate 
that the British Government is disposed to 
force to an issue the question of surrendering 
the Irishmen now in this country who are 
charged with implication in the assasination 
of Cavendish and Burke. The Dublin grand 
jury returned true bills yesterday against 
Tynan, Walsh, and Sheridan for murder. 
Sheridan and Walsh are now in thiscountry, 
and Tynan (“ Number One“) is supposed to 
be here. The dispatches add that the Gov- 
ernment will demand the extradition of these 
men. This statement, of course, is nothing 
more than a conjecture, the value of which 
rests upon the authenticity of the information 
upon which it is based. There will be noth- 
ing certain about it until the British Govern- 
ment shall make a formal application to 
the United States Government. In the 
meantime, it may still be doubted 
whether Gladstone will proceed to 
such an extremity. If he imagines 
that the American Government will yield 
to any bluster on the part of the British 
Government his sources of information are 
misleading. A demand for the surrender of 
any Irishmen to be put on trial for their 
lives upon any charge growing out of the 
disturbanees in Ireland would probably 
ereate a good deal of agitation in this coun- 
try, but it would be unavailing. No nation 
has ever been more stubborn than Great 
Britain in refusing to extradite men charged 
with political offenses, and hencea similar 
demand from that Government would be in- 
consistent and unreasonable. The American 
Government would be forced to refuse in 
this case, and it would be extremely 
short-sighted on the part of the Glad- 
stone Government to precipitate so ugly 
an issue: It would de impolitie 
because it would have the effect to change to 
some extent the prevailing seu“ ment in this 
country which condemns mur, and dyna- 
mite as weapons for Irish emancipation. 
England cannot afford to sacrifice any of the 
sympathy she has in the Irish struggle. She 
must settle the Irish question for herself. 
The American people cannot help her. It 
will not be of any assistance to the British 
Government to complicate the situation by 
dragging the United States into the broil, 
Such an issue will be e&tremely disagreeable 
to the American people, but there will be 
only one way te treat it. The Government 
of the United States cannot surrender to 
British authority men who are charged with 
political offenses, no matter how heinous 
they may be, and the British Govefnment 
should be the very last to press such a de 
mand.

STATE ASSESSMENTS. 

The Legislature is tinkering away at va- 
rious propositions, some of them originating 
in the Mayor’s office of this city, it is al- 
leged, to compel the Assessors throughout 
the State to assess all property at its full 
cash value. All such schemes are abortive. 
They will end in nothing practical. The 
State of Lilinois owes no debt. Some of the 
municipalities have debts which they are 
laboring to pay. It makes no differenee, 
practically,.so far as State taxation is eon- 
eerned, whether the valuation of property 
for taxation is at.one-quarter or at the full 
cash value of the property assessed, provided 


the assessments are equalized; but it does 


make a serious difference to the peuple of 
cities, counties, and towns. In the latter 
local governments have to be carried on, 
and debts, principal and interest, have to be 
paid. The means to do this must come from 
taxation. The Constitution limits all exist- 
ing municipal debts to five per cent on the 
assessed value of the taxable property in 
each municipality, and taxation for all pur- 
poses is also limited by law. 

It is notorious that the present grade of 
valuation is somewhat toolow, The average 
rate of valuation is too small, and as a con- 
sequence in many municipalities the reve- 
nue needed for local purposes is inadequate, 
and some of the local governments are near- 
ly starved out. . 

The remedy, however, is not to have the 
State assessments increased from $750,000,- 
000 to $4,000,000,000, which would be the 
total if the cash valuation rule were adepted. 
The State has a Board of Equalization with 
power to revise the annual assessments made 
by the Assessors throughout the State under 
the Revenue law. This board equalizes the 
valuations of all property, but, by a strange 
defect in the law; the board is prohibited from 
increasing the total valuation returned by the 
Assessors more than 1 per cent. Conse- 
quently, the returns made by the Assessors 
must stand substantially as made by them 
80 far as relates to the aggregate valuation 
of the State. 

To remedy the present evils of low assess- 
ment, and Consequently of insufficient local 
revenue, all that is needed is for the Legis- 
lature to remove this restriction on the Board 
of Equalization, and perinit the board when 
it tinds the aggregate of State valuation too 
small to add to its aggregate 20to 25 per cent. 
Thus, our last State assessment was about 
0, 000, 000. If at the next meeting of the 
board this aggregate were increased to $800,- 
000,000 or to $900,000,000 the increase of the 
aggregate revenue from taxation, local and 
general, would be proportionately increased. 
If on trial this should be found still too low, 
the aggregate might next year be increased 
to $1,000,000,000, An increase of the State 
valuation, and consequently of local rey- 
enue, would in this way be made gradually 
and evenly.

THE CIVIL-SERVICE BLUNDER. 

The old adage, “ Physician, heal thyself,” 
seems to apply with peculiar force to the 
OCivil-Service Commission. The reformers 
who were appointed to reform the service, 
even before they get inte working order, 
pose before the country as conspicuous ob- 
jects for the very reform they are seeking to 
administer. It may be a bitter medicine to 
take, but if they are afflicted with the same 
disease they are seeking to cure in others 
they ought to take it, for they know its effi- 
cacy. It they do not, they may die of the mal- 
ady or spread it until its ravages grow intol- 
erahle.“ In plain English, they have made a 
very serious if. not a very stupid blunder, 
and the easiest way out of it is to acknowl- 
edge it, and not make the same mistake 
again. 

Notwithstanding the general denials of the 
members of the commission, it is plain that 
Mr. De B. Randolph Keim, who has been 
appointed by them as chief examiner, is not 
a proper person for the place, It is no ob- 
jection to him that he has been a politician, 
for it would be strange if in a country full 
of politicians there were not some of them 
with ability, honesty, and resolution enough 
to carry out the principles of the civil sery- 
ice, and with records which would not con- 
demn their appointment. But unfortunately 
Mr. Keim is not a politician of this sort. 
His, associations and his record proclaim 
his unfitness for the post. He cannot take 
the place without coming under suspicion at 
once, and with him in such a respon 
sible position the commission will forfeit 
the confidence of the country at the very 
outset, for no man can be à proper person to 
manage the reforms of the eivil-service sys- 
tem who has been a conspicuous exponent 
and advocate of the very worst phases ot the 
spoils system. This was bad enough, but 
the blunder was intensified by the manner of 
the appointment. To choose a man who 
had been engaged in handling and dividing 
spoils, and to use for his appointment the 
methods of the old machine, which it is their 
duty to break up, seems to be the very hight 
of the absurd. It is so absurd as to be ludi- 
ecrous. The burden of testimony, although 
the Commissioners lustily and indignantly 
deny it, goes to show that Mr. Keim was ap- 
pointed upon the basis of letiers, appeals, 
and the personal influenee ef politicians. If 
such be not the case the Commissioners can 
easily clear their skirts by giving to the pub- 
lic the letters written to them touching the 
qualifications of Mr. Keim for the position. 

The Commissioners should remember that 
this is their first appointment, and one of the 
most important. The entire press of the 
country and the popular sentiment of the 
country have resented it as one unfit to be 
made. It may be true that it was not made 
under political pressure, but this does not 
relieve them from the blunder of having se- 
lected an unfit person, and it does not re- 
dound te their sagacity that they chose one 
whom every one else knew to be unfit. They 
may have been perfectly sincere in all they 
did; they may have been totally: ignorant, 
incredible as it may seem, of Mr. Keim’s reo- 
ord, but it will be ruinous for them to persist 
in their course. Instead of getting angry 
with the public for criticising them, the least 
they can do is to undo their blunder as 
speedily as pogsible by withdrawing the ap- 
pointment. e country is ready and anx- 
ious for the inauguration of the civil-service 
reform, and would be delighted to have it 
succeed. But it is still in its experimental 
stages, and the Commissioners cannot afford 
to imperil it at the very outset by placing the 
most delicate and responsible duties in the 
hands of a man who has no faith in the sys- 
tem, and who has been committed to the 
opposit policy during his entire political 
eareer. Whatis most required of the Com- 
missioners is, courage enough to retrieve 
their blunder promptly and acknowledge 
they made a mistake. To persist in it will be 
to bring themselves and their efforts at re- 
form into contempt.

MORE FRIGHTENED THAN HURT. 
For a little while a the explosion at 


Westminster the whole world sympathized 


with the English in their fright at the fate 
which seemed impending over them, The 
assasination of an entire nation, the insertion 
of a wad of dynamite under the British isles, 
and the demolition of the whole establish- 
ment at one gust, was the least that was 
looked for by the conquerors ef Ireland and 
their friends. But as time has worn away, 
and the royal famity renew their begging ap- 
plications to Parliament for appropriations 
for rat-catehers, and for new basins te use 
while erossing the channel, and for having 
the back fences of the Duke of Cambridge 
painted, the lurid look of things has bright- 
ened up considerably. 

When the London police the other day 
seized a hundredweight and a half of nitro- 
glycerine it was excitedly said in the papers 
that such a quantity was sufficient to blow 
up the whole City of London, and the British 
paterfamilias held up his hands in thanks- 
giving to think of what a narrow escape he 
had had; and Sir William Harcourt put on 
an extra frill on his law to suppress free 
speech and tree agitation in Great Britain. 
But the expert employed by the Nöbel Ex- 
plosive Company, Mr. George M. Roberta, 
turns all these hysterics into ridicule. The 
very intensity of the explosion of nitro- 
glycerine renders its effects, he says, strietly 
local. 80 far from destroying London, the 
explosion of the quantity seized th@other 
day would hardly be heard over the city. The 
most powerful explesive known to science:is 
“blasting gelatine.” if the power of dyna- 
mite be represented by 1,000, that of nitro- 
glycerine would be 1,411, and that of blasting 
gelatine 1,555. Now, a ton of this gelatine, if 
exploded under tie most favorable circum- 
stances, so that its whole power should be 
concentrated at the moment of going off, 


would only lift a cube of stone ninety-six.

MORE “BLOOD AND mo.“ 

Privilege has not often invented a shrewder 
device for gluding the resentment of its vie- 
tims than the plan just pat out by Bismarck 
for pensioning the workingmen of the Em- 
pire. German prosperity is wormeaten with 
the parasitic depredations of the landlurd and 
ruling classes, The common people go with- 
out meat, or butter, or white bread, ar suffi- 
cient clothing, the women are worked like 
animals in the fields, in oftier that high rents 


may be paid to the land-monopolizing nobil-_ 


ity of Prussia and that high taxes may be 
paid for the maintenance of a vast army to 


- uphold and keep the aristocracy and the Em- 


peror in their places, 
The true statesman’s remedy for this state 


of affairs, the existence of which is fully ad- 


mitted by the Governnrent, would be such a 
reform of the Prussian land-tenure, privi- 
lege, and policy as would bring down rents 
and taxes and would leaye in the homes of 
the peasantry and artisans, after their work 
was done, such a share of the fruits of their 
toil as would enable them to live in comfort. 
it is not that Prussia does not produce 
enough for the easy maintenance of all its 
people that is the trouble. It is that an ex- 
tortionate share of what is yielded goes. in 
rents and taxes to the “iron” hands of Bis- 
marck’s order of Herrs and Grafs. 

But Bismarck and his fellow-junkers have 
not the least idea of letting go any of their 
good things. Uneasy at the rising tide of 
diseontent flowing inte the channels of So- 
cialism, the aristocracy have contrived this 
scheme of insuring the wages class, But 
though it is the junkers and landlords whose 
exactions have brought the people of Prus- 
sia to their present destitution, it is not the 
junkers or landlords who are to contribute 
the money for the insurance. That is the 
beauty of the scheme—from the junkers’ 
point of view. The insurance fund is to be 
taken entirely from the workingmen, by an 
assessment on their wages. It will be taken 
care of by the Government—that is, the 
junkers and Grafs. The not unnatural ex- 
pectation of this shrewd aristocraey is, that 
after they have got hold of an extra snare of 
the earnings of the lower classes, and an- 
nounce that they will hold it as a bond for 
good behavior, a reward for not questioning 
the divine right of a few to live at the ex- 
pense of the many, the people will feel as if 
their interests in the existing order of things 
and the integrity of the Treasury was too 
great to be endangered by any turbulent as- 
sertion of the rights of man.“ 

It hardly needs to be pointed out that tak- 
me an additional percentage out of the in- 
come of the working people can add nothing 
to their wealth, It is equally obvious that 
whatever comes back to them in the shape of 
pensions comes from themselves. They owe 


the Government no thanks, unies$ thanks 


be due to it for compelling the people to ro- 
pair at their own expense the results of the 
spoliation that should in all fairness be made 
good by the greedy aristocracy that have 
caused it. In its essenee, the measure is by 
no means one of State insurance or of State 
aid. It is the contrivance of the class in con- 
trol of the Government to make the lower 
classes insure themselves as a substitute for 
reforming the upper class. This upper class 
take away a part of the property of the lower 
classes by taxation—that is, by f and in- 
terpose this as a buffer between themselves 
and the just resentment of the oppressed 
people. 

It was not by such means ds this that Stein 
and Hardenberg lifted the Prissians from 
the pitiable destitution in which they were 
left by the Napoleonic conquest. Taxes were 
remitted, serfdom was broken up, and the re- 
strictions on industry were removed wherever 
possible, The result was that Prussia entered 
on a brilliant career of modern prosperity. 
Bismarck is not a Stein or a Hardenberg. He 
does not propose to reform abuses. His pro- 
gram is to retain the abuses and plunge the 
victims still deeper into the slough of taxa- 
tion as an insurance against the evils that 
are ruining them. It is impossible that the 
German peopie will not, witb the help of the 
Socialists of the universities, ‘see through 
this transparent trick of the junkers and 
Herrs. When they understand it their affec-

RECONSIDERED. 

The vote by which the Railroad-Crossing bill 
failed to pass was reconsidered and the bili re- 
committed to the Committee on Hallroads for 
amendment.

Crafts and Sexton supported the amendment, 
and Fuller criticised the course of the Demoo- 
racy severely for attempting to cut down the 
salaries of the laboring men. 

The debate took on a political character en- 
tirely, and there were several sharp passages at 
arms between the contending orators. Sexton 
and Crafts having protested that the Democrats 
were the friends of the iaboring men, Fuller 
replied that they demonstrated it by proposing 
to cut down the salary of every watchmas and 
janitor. Yancy thereupon said it cost more 
now for State-House appropriations alone than 
it cost for whole of the last Demecratic 
State Administration. Morrison retorted that 
the last Democratic Administration was Matte- 
son's, and the people had decided they didn't 
want any more of his kind of Administrations.

This company’s bonds of Oct. 1, 1857, outstand- 
ing and maturing Oct. 1, 1482—viz.: Mortgage 
loan, $556,000; first sinking fund, $1,504,000; and 
second sinking fund, $671,000, have all been 
presented and paid, with the excepuon of

Freight-Rates to Upper Mississippi 
River Points—Efforts to Prevent «a 
War. 

A meeting of the Managers and General 
Freight Agents of the rail and water lines to 
Upper Mississippi River points was held yester- 
day ‘at Commissioner Carman's office to com- 
plete a summer tariff on freight to those points. 
Owing to the ivability of Mr. J. F. Tacker, of 
the Lilinois Central, and R. R. Cable, of the Rock 
Island, to be present, no final action could be 
taken, and another meeting will be held next 
Monday. It is the intention to publish three 
different kinds of rates—ali rail, all water, and 
rail and water. Heretofore only rail rates were 
made, and those were then added to the rates 
charged by the steamboat tines if rail and water 
service was desired. But ordinarily the rati- 
roads competed against the water lines and 
made all- rail rates so low as to preveut water 
shipments as much as possihie. The reason this 
was not done this time was because there 1s & 
dispute between the Chicago & Northwestern 
and the Iilinois Central regarding rates to Du- 
buque. The Northwestern insists upon making 
a lower rate to Dubuque, using partly a water 
line, than the Illinois Central, which bas a direct 
rail line. The [llinois Central could retaliate by 
taking business to Winona, St. Peter, and other 
Northwestern paints at less rates than the 
Northwestern ‘charges all-raiil. To avoid such 
undue and disastrous competition and prevent 
the rates from going ail to pieces it has been 
found best policy to make the arrangement 
mendoned above.

Wheat was active and stronger, touching the 
bighest point of the year thus far. The market 
advanced ic, and closed on ‘Uhange Ge 
above the latest regular prices of Wednesday. 
Liverpool and London were quoted sd per 
quarter higher, and our receipts were licht. 
while the advices from wheat-grow- 
ing regions were somewhat conflicting, 
but averaged worse for the “ widow 
and orphan.” The East was more inclined to 
sell, and did unload considerabie quantities of 
long wheat, the holders of which thought it 
prudent to take in an already large pront. 
There was also some seiling on Kausas account, 
indicating that the prospects there are regarded 
as improving. But the country otherwise was 
buying. Indiana, Ohio, Litinois, and Missouri 
parties sent in orders to purchase rather large 
quantities, and local scalpers joined in on the 
same side. The opinion seemed to be gaining 
strength that we shail experience a shortage of 
25@30 per cent in the winter- wheat crop, while 
the spring-wheat crop isso far behind that it 
cannot be counted on, but certainly does not 
promise to surpass the yield of last year. 
Car-lots were quiet but stronger 
in sympathy with futures. The latest 
prices on Change were lau for May. and 
Sl.

Tnat sold at $117, or 3%c # above 
the price for May. Of course September wheat
